Pore’s Effay on Criticifm. 


HE noife which the publication of the 
} Meinoirsof our Society has made in the 
world, having procured usa great num- 
ber, both of Readers, and of Correfpon- 
dents, it may be proper, at this time, 
to fay fomewhat, both to obviate the 
objections of fome of the former,. and 
to give fome information to the latter, and thereby to con- 
tribute to the fatisfaction of both. 

Some of our Readers feem to be of opinion, that we 
ought to publifh nothing but what we approve of, and 
are ready to defend. But in this we think they are under 
a miftake ; which, if followed by us, would, by depriving 
the world of feveral learned controverfial Papers, deprive 
it at the fame time of much diverfion and inftruction. 
Whenever therefore any thing is advanced in any differ- 
tation here publifhed, which our Readers think wrong, 
they are at liberty to oppofe it; and if their objections 
are drawn up in fuch a manner as is proper to appear in 
Public, they certainly fhall in this Paper: and in this we 
only confirm a promife made in our 38th. 

Befides, they are defired to confider, that in a Work of 
this nature, it cannot be avoided, but that many things 
muft be inferted, either at the requeft of particular friends, 
orat the defire of Perfons, whom it is not proper to dii- 





oblige; and this muft needs be often done upon views, of 


which cur Readers cannot poflibly judge exaétly, for 
want of being acquainted with all the concomitant cir- 
cumftances. 

As to our kind Correfpondents, if they fend us any 
thing which tends either to the promoting of lewd- 
nefs, or to the undermining of reveal’d Religion, they 
muft not expect that we will publifh it. If any of them 
think fit to attack the moral character of perfons, the Wri- 
teris defired to fub{cribe his name, and place of abode, 
that we may know to whom to apply for further fatisfa- 
ction, as to the truth of the faét. If thofe who are re- 
flected upon are perfons of a very good reputation, we 
fhall by no means ever be induced to contribute to 
their defamation. But if thcir charaéters be very vile, 
or they have been in{ftrumental in the defamation of others, 
we fhall not be very tender, with regard to {uch. 

All animadverfions upon ftupid Authors will be very 
acceptable : for we look upon all pretenders to wit or 
learning, who, without either genius or language, under- 
take to write books, as no better than common Cheats, who 
would impofe damaged goods upon the Public 5 and even 
much worle than fuch, if their writings tend to corrupt, 
not only the tafte, but the morals ef the Reader. 

f a Piece be written well in the general, we think it too 


fevere to expofe a few particular miftakes, unlefs they are of 


confiderable confequence ; and in this cafe it will be proper 
todo it witha very tender hand. And as in this proceeding 
no refentment on any perfonal or national account ought 
to have any influence : fo when once a man has brought 
a charge againft another, he ought, if it be juft, to de 
fend, or, if it be wrong, to retract it.
